Obamas pay homage to 


Mandela's iron will 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama and 
his wife, Michelle Obama, 
paid tribute yesterday to South 
African ex-president Nelson 
Mandela ahead of his 94th 
birthday, as having "abiding 
humility" and "unbreakable 
will." 

"On behalf of the people of 
the United States, we would 
like to extend our heartfelt 
congratulations to Nelson 
Mandela on the occasion of his 
94th birthday and the fourth 
annual Nelson Mandela Inter¬ 
national Day," the US first 
couple said in a statement hon¬ 
oring the antiapartheid icon. 

Mandela's "extraordinary 
life and steadfast commitment 
to the principles of democracy 
and reconciliation continues to 
be a beacon for people of all 
backgrounds who strive for 
dignity, justice, and freedom," 
they said, describing his per¬ 
sonal story as "one of unbreak¬ 
able will, unwavering integrity, 
and abiding humility. 



The Obamas said their fam¬ 
ily "has been inspired by 
Madiba's example, and has 
deeply appreciated the time we 
have spent with him, and his 
wisdom, grace and generosity 
of spirit." 

"By any measure," the 
statement read, "Nelson Man¬ 
dela has changed the arc of his¬ 
tory, transforming his country, 
continent, and the world." 

The US first lady met with 
Mandela June 11, 2011 on a 
visit to South Africa with her 
daughters.

Congress on 
Archeology and Rock Art

Construction of rotunda 
at airport about to begin 
in earnest 



From June 26 to 30 the Aruba 
Archaeological Museum parti¬ 
cipated in the International 
Congress for Archeology and 
Rock Art in La Paz, Bolivia. 
Through the gracious support 
of UNOCA and the Ministry 
of Culture, Dr. Harold Kelly 
and Dr. Aad Versteeg were 
able to attend this congress as 
part of a project of study and 
documentation of all sites with 
paintings on Aruba’s cliffs. 
Aruba’s intention is to produce 
a publication with photos of 
all sites with paintings which 
could become the scientific 
basis for nominating these 
sites for inclusion in the Her¬ 
itage List of World Patrimony. 

Both Harold Kelly and Ver¬ 
steeg made presentations dur¬ 
ing the especial symposium 


dedicated especially to the 
Caribbean. Harold Kelly’s lec¬ 
ture drew a lot of attention as 
he spoke about the conserva¬ 
tion of paintings on cliffs. 

Based on his work with 
these paintings in Aruba, he 
presented the challenges that 
investigators and institutions 
have to study and care for 
them: what they encounter in 
order to preserve these paint¬ 
ings for the next generations. 

Kelly’s presentation was 
especially interesting to Aus¬ 
tralian Dr. Bednarik who is 
considered a connoisseur on 
the study and care of paintings 
on cliffs worldwide. 

Dr. Versteeg, renowned in 
the region and in the Dutch 
Kingdom led the archaeologi¬ 
cal investigation in Aruba, 


Sint Eustatius and Surinam. 
During the Congress he also 
accepted to help with the idea 
of promoting the heritage that 
Aruba deserves on the list of 
the World’s Patrimony. 

The next step that these 
two archaeologists will be tak¬ 
ing is to work on the contents 
of the manuscript which will 
include a description of all the 
sites on Aruba’s cliffs. The 
publication is expected to be 
completed by the start of 
2014. 

Aruba has a wealth of 
paintings left behind by 
Amerindians at more than 20 
different sites. In addition to 
their historical value to Aruba, 
these paintings have captured 
the attention of investigators 
from across the region and in 
the Dutch Kingdom during the 
past decades. 

Since the 19th Century, 
Peter van Koolwijk registered 
a great sum of these paintings. 
Later others like Pinart, Wage- 
naar Humelinck and Versteeg 
himself continued the registra¬ 
tion. In this century the Arche¬ 
ological Museum discovered 
still a few more paintings. 


Last Monday morning in the 
government’s weekly press 
meeting, Minister Oduber, 
speaking on behalf of his ab¬ 
sent colleague Minister 
Sevinger, announced that the 
construction of the special ro¬ 
tunda (traffic roundabout) at 
the airport is about to begin in 
earnest later this week.

According to the Minister 
of Public Works, conversa¬ 
tions are ongoing between the 
DOW and the Airport (AAA) 
to ensure that the service pro¬ 
vided by the airport remains 
optimal for both those using 
the airport facilities,

Franklin Covey Co. announces the 
passingof Dr. Stephen R. Covey 

renowned author,, speaker and consultant 


SALT LAKE CITY-Franklin 
Covey Co. yesterday an¬ 
nounced that Dr. Stephen R. 
Covey, co-founder and a for¬ 
mer vice-chairman and direc¬ 
tor of FranklinCovey, passed 
away peacefully due to the 
residual effects of a bicycle ac¬ 
cident he suffered this past 
April. He was in his 80th year. 
In his final hours, he was sur¬ 
rounded by his loving wife and 
each of his children and their 
spouses. 

Dr. Covey made a decision 
early in his life that his greatest 
contribution and life’s work 
would be as a teacher. Begin¬ 
ning with his role as a univer¬ 
sity professor at Brigham 
Young University and then as 
an internationally-renowned 
author, speaker, and consult¬ 
ant, he has impacted the lives 
of countless millions world¬ 
wide. From grade school and 
university students, to Fortune 
100 CEOs and numerous 
heads of state, he made teach¬ 
ing principle-centered leader¬ 
ship his life’s work. 

In 1996, Dr. Covey was re¬ 
cognized as one of Time mag¬ 
azine’s 25 Most Influential 
Americans. He is the author of 
a number of acclaimed books, 
including the international 
bestseller The 7 Habits of 
Highly Effective People, 
which has sold more than 20 
million copies in 40 languages 
throughout the world. Other 
bestsellers include First Things 
First, Principle-Centered Lead¬ 
ership, The 7 Habits of Highly 
Effective Families, and The 
8th Habit. His most recent 
books include The 3rd Alterna¬ 
tive, The Leader in Me, and 
Everyday Greatness. 

In 2002, Forbes named The 
7 Habits of Highly Effective 
People one of the 10 most in¬ 
fluential management books 


ever written. Chief Executive 
magazine recognized The 7 
Habits of Highly Effective 
People as one of the two most 
influential books of the 20th 
century. Dr. Covey received 
the Fatherhood Award from the 
National Fatherhood Initiative, 
was named Speaker of the 
Year, received the Sikh’s Inter¬ 
national Man of Peace Award, 
and The National Entrepreneur 
of the Year Lifetime Award for 
Entrepreneurial Leadership. 

In 1984, Dr. Covey made 
the decision to leave full-time 
teaching as a university profes¬ 
sor to establish a business or¬ 
ganization, Covey Leadership 
Center, that could take princi¬ 
ple-centered leadership 
throughout the world. From 
the inception of that business, 
Dr. Covey’s focus was always 
on writing and teaching, leav¬ 
ing the leadership and manage¬ 
ment of the business to others. 
In 1997, Covey Leadership 
Center merged with Franklin- 
Quest, to form Franklin Covey 
Co., a global performance im¬ 
provement company that now 
operates in over 125 countries 
throughout the world. From 
the time of the merger to his 
retirement from the board last 
year, Dr. Covey devoted essen¬ 
tially all of his time and effort 
to writing and teaching. 

To Stephen, more important 
than his professional work was 
his work with his family. 
Stephen was a devoted hus¬ 
band, father and grandfather 
and spent a considerable 
amount of time with his imme¬ 
diate and extended family, get¬ 
ting together for vacations, 
games, celebrations, birthdays, 
and events of all kinds, and 
having one-on-one time with 
each of his children and grand¬ 
children, which he loved 
doing. Stephen truly believed 


that the greatest work we do is 
within the four walls of our 
own homes and was a model 
of a loving and committed hus¬ 
band and father to the end. 

Bob Whitman, chairman 
and CEO of FranklinCovey, 
said, “We lost a dear friend 
today. Stephen was one of the 
world’s great human beings. 
His impact is incalculable and 
his influence will continue to 
inspire generations to come. 
We extend our deepest condo¬ 
lences to Dr. Covey’s family, 
his wife Sandra, their nine 
children and spouses, grand¬ 
children, and great-grandchil¬ 
dren.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Autho¬ 
rities yesterday were investi¬ 
gating how sewing needles 
ended up in turkey sandwiches 
on several Delta Air Lines 
flights, prompting one unsus¬ 
pecting passenger to be placed 
on anti-HIV drugs. 

Both Dutch police and the 
American FBI launched 
probes after up to six needles 
were discovered in sandwiches 
on several US-bound flights 
departing from Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol airport on Sunday. 

"We are carrying out an in¬ 
vestigation in collaboration 
with the American authorities,” 
airport police spokesman 
Robert van Kapel told AFP. 
"The aim is to determine how 
the needles found their way 
into these sandwiches.” 

Business elite passenger 
James Tonges told ABC News 
he has been placed on the anti- 
HIV drug Truvada as a precau¬ 
tion after biting into his 
sandwich on board a Delta 


flight to Minneapolis. 

Delta Air Lines and the 
sandwich maker at Schiphol 
airport, Gate Gourmet, said 
they were working with the au¬ 
thorities to probe the scandal, 
which caused no serious in¬ 
juries but caused serious alarm 
for airline travelers. 

Needles were found on air¬ 
craft bound for Atlanta, Seattle 
and Minneapolis from Amster¬ 
dam's Schiphol Airport, Delta 
spokeswoman Kristin Baur 
told AFP. 

"Delta is taking this matter 
extremely seriously and is co¬ 
operating with local and fed¬ 
eral authorities who are 
investigating the incident,” the 
airline said in a statement. 

Speaking from Atlanta, 
Georgia, where Delta is head¬ 
quartered, FBI Special Agent 
Stephen Emmett said a crimi¬ 
nal investigation into the mat¬ 
ter has been launched. He 
declined to provide more de¬ 
tails.

Colombia arrests Betancourt 
kidnap suspect 


BOGOTA(AFP) - Colombian 
authorities have arrested a sus¬ 
pected kidnapper of former 
hostage Ingrid Betancourt, 
who was held in the jungle by 
leftist rebels for nearly six 
years, prosecutors said yester¬ 
day. 

Marco Patino, alias "Efren 
or "Patequeso," was arrested 
on Monday in the southern de¬ 
partment of Caqueta for hav¬ 
ing held the Franco- 
Colombian politician and other 
hostages against their will. 


Prosecutors said Patino had 
spent 31 years with the Revo¬ 
lutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) and had 
been second-in-command of 
their 55th Front. 

FARC rebels captured Be¬ 
tancourt, a former senator and 
dual national, and her assistant 
Clara Rojas in February 2002. 

Betancourt and 14 other 
hostages — including three US 
military contractors — were 
freed by the Colombian mili¬ 
tary on July 2, 2008. 


Town of 1,800 evacuated 
in Canaries wildfire 


VILAFLOR (AFP) - Spanish 
authorities evacuated a town of 
1,800 residents on the Canary 
Islands yesterday, after three 
days of firefighting efforts 
failed to prevent a raging wild¬ 
fire from reaching it. 

Residents were evacuating 
from the town of Vilaflor, 
south of the Teide national 
park that spans the centre of 
the Spanish island of Tenerife, 
as flames reached parts of the 
town. 

Emergency services "are 
evacuating residents from Vi¬ 
laflor due to the advance of the 
fire from the east," the regional 
government said in a statement. 


Authorities had prepared a 
shelter for the evacuees in the 
nearby town of Granadilla, the 
statement added. 

Authorities earlier said the 
fire had crept a few meters into 
the Teide park, a major tourist 
attraction on the archipelago 
off northwest Africa, as fire¬ 
fighters battled to keep the 
flames away from populated 
areas.

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India suspends doctors over banned 
foetal 'sex tests' 


JAIPUR (AFP) - Twelve In¬ 
dian doctors have been sus¬ 
pended for allegedly 
conducting prenatal sex tests, 
a practice banned to stop the 
abortion of female foetuses 
that has widened India's gen¬ 
der gap, officials said Tuesday. 

The physicians were sus¬ 
pended on Monday from prac¬ 
tising medicine following a 
court order, said Archana 
Johri, an official of the Ra¬ 
jasthan Medical Council 
watchdog. 

"Five of the doctors were 
found guilty of sex determina¬ 
tion practices while the re¬ 
maining seven violated other 
provisions of the Pre-concep¬ 
tion and Prenatal Diagnostic 
Techniques Act," she told AFP 


in Rajasthan state capital 
Jaipur. 

In New Delhi, the Indian 
Medical Association con¬ 
demned the alleged violations 
by the doctors in Rajasthan. 

"It is a deplorable practice 
and we condemn it," Associa¬ 
tion Secretary D.R. Rai told 
AFP. 

A study published last year 
in The Lancet said sex selec¬ 
tion of foetuses in India led to 
7.1 million fewer girls than 
boys up to age six, a gender 
gap that had grown by more 
than a million in a decade. 

The 1996 law designed to 
prevent the use of ultrasound 
for prenatal sex tests is widely 
flouted in India, according to 
the study by researchers led by 


Prabhat Jha of the Centre for 
Global Health at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto. 

India's prime minister Man- 
mohan Singh last year labelled 
the practice of aborting female 
foetuses a "national shame" 
and ordered policy planners to 
increase efforts to stamp it out. 

Married women in India 
face huge pressure to produce 
male heirs, who are seen as 
breadwinners while girls are 
often viewed as a burden to the 
family as they require hefty 
dowries to be married off. 

India has launched an array 
of schemes to change attitudes 
towards girls, including offer¬ 
ing cash incentives for fami¬ 
lies not to abort them, but 
many have had little impact. 


Taiwan finds H5N1 virus in birds 
smuggled from China 


TAIPEI (AFP) - Dozens of pet 
birds smuggled from southern 
China into Taiwan tested pos¬ 
itive for the deadly H5N1 
avian flu virus and were de¬ 
stroyed, Taiwanese authorities 
said Tuesday. 

The smuggler bought the 38 
birds in the Chinese city of 
Guangzhou and was caught at 
the Taoyuan international air¬ 
port in northern Taiwan when 
he returned via Macau earlier 


this month, said the Centers 
for Disease Control. 

The birds later tested posi¬ 
tive for the H5N1 virus and 
were killed, it said, adding that 
nine people who had contact 
with the birds had not shown 
any flu symptoms during a 
ten-day screening. 

Taiwan has no recorded 
cases of the deadly H5N1 
strain, although in 2005 health 
authorities said eight pet birds 


smuggled from China tested 
positive for the strain and de¬ 
stroyed. 

The island has reported sev¬ 
eral outbreaks of the H5N2 
bird flu, a less virulent strain 
of the virus, in recent years. 

China is considered one of 
the nations most at risk of bird 
flu epidemics because it has 
the world's biggest poultry 
population and many chickens 
in rural areas are kept close to 
humans. 


Polio campaign troubles imperil 
350,000 Pakistan children 



MIRANSHAH (AFP) - Pak¬ 
istan yesterday postponed a 
polio immunisation campaign 
in parts of its tribal belt, jeop¬ 
ardising the health of more 
than 350,000 children after the 
Taliban banned inoculations. 

Local Taliban and Pakistani 
warlord Hafiz Gul Bahadur, 
whose followers are fighting 
Western troops in Afghanistan, 
banned the vaccinations in the 
northwestern region of 
Waziristan to protest against 
US drone attacks. 


They have condemned the 
immunisation campaign, 
which began nationwide on 
Monday, as a cover for espi¬ 
onage. 

Pakistani doctor Shakeel 
Afridi was jailed for 33 years 
in May after helping the CIA 
find Osama bin Laden using 
a hepatitis vaccination pro¬ 
gramme as cover. 

Fighting between govern¬ 
ment troops and local war¬ 
lord Mangal Bagh also made 
1 it difficult to innoculate all 
children in Khyber district, of¬ 
ficials said. 

Officials in Miranshah, the 
main town of North Waziris¬ 
tan, said a meeting of tribal 
elders to discuss immunisation 
had been postponed due to a 
military curfew. 

In Khyber, administration 
official Irfanullah Wazir told 
AFP that the target was to vac¬ 
cinate 200,163 children, but 
conceded the campaign would 
be affected in parts of Bara 


and the Tirah valley, where 
111,556 children need the 
drops. 

Fawad Khan, director of 
health services in the tribal 
belt, told AFP last week that at 
least 160,000 children in 
North Waziristan and 80,000 
in South Waziristan would be 
affected if polio drops are not 
administered. 

Pakistan says 34 million 
children under five will be tar¬ 
geted in the three-day polio 
immunisation campaign from 
Monday to Wednesday. 

The Lancet medical journal 
has said vaccination problems 
led last year to Pakistan's high¬ 
est number of polio cases in a 
decade, 198, compared to 144 
in 2010. 

Polio remains endemic only 
in Afghanistan, Pakistan and 
Nigeria. 

The highly infectious dis¬ 
ease affects mainly the under- 
fives and can cause paralysis 
in a matter of hours. Some 
cases can be fatal.

New Cuban biodiesel looks to 
'bellyache bush 1 


HAVANA (AFP) A new 
biodiesel plant in Cuba — the 
first of its type — is turning 
seeds from the so-called 
"bellyache bush" into a green 
energy source, it was an¬ 
nounced yesterday 

Jatropha seeds are rich in oil 
but toxic for human consump¬ 
tion, explained Jose Sotolongo, 
director of the province’s Cen¬ 
ter for Applied Technology for 
Sustainable Development. 

"It's a major change to the 
widespread paradigm in global 
biofuel production," Sotolongo 
said, explaining the industry 
has so far mainly used edible 
vegetable oils, such as sun¬ 
flower or soybean. 

The jatropha plant offers the 
additional advantage, he 


added, "that its cultiva¬ 
tion is feasible in areas 
of low or no agricultural 
value." 

The small factory in 
Guantanamo province, 
on the eastern end of the 
island, is capable of pro¬ 
ducing over 100 tons of 
the fuel per year, accord¬ 
ing to the website of a 
local television station. 

The factory was built 
with Cuban state funds, 
along with support from 
the Swiss Agency for 
Development and Coop¬ 
eration. 

Sotolongo said about 
130 acres of jatropha were 
planted at Guantanamo to sup¬ 
ply the factory, adding that the

Apple's next iPhone to 
feature 'slimmer 
screen' 


(AFP) - Apple is expected to 
unveil a new iPhone later this 
year with a slimmer screen 
thanks to updated touch-screen 
technology. 

The next generation iPhone, 
referred to by fans as the 
"iPhone 5", is being manufac¬ 
tured by Asian component 
makers, Dow Jones 
Newswires quoted unnamed 
sources as saying. 

Its panels will use "in-cell 
technology" integrating touch 
sensors into the LCD, it said. 

That makes a separate 
touch-screen layer unneces¬ 
sary and reduces the screen 
thickness by about half a mil¬ 
limetre, Dow Jones quoted 
DisplaySearch analyst Hiroshi 
Hayase as saying. 

The new technology will 
also boost displayed image 
quality, and help Apple cut 
costs as it would no longer 
have to buy touch panels and 
LCDs from separate suppliers, 
the report added. 

It said Japanese liquid crys¬ 
tal display makers Sharp and 
Japan Display Inc as well as 
South Korea's LG Display Co 
were currently mass producing 
panels for the next iPhone. 

Apple is widely expected to 
launch the device in the third 
quarter of this year, around 12 



months after the release of its 
hugely popular iPhone 4S — 
the firm's first new product fol¬ 
lowing the death of co-founder 
Steve Jobs. 

An Apple spokeswoman de¬ 
clined to comment on the re¬ 
port or the next iPhone's 
release date when contacted by 
AFP. 

The report came amid 
heated competition from rivals 
such as Samsung, whose flag¬ 
ship smartphone the Galaxy S 
III uses a 4.8-inch (12.2 cen¬ 
timetre) screen that is thinner 
than the current iPhone. 

Apple posted a $ 11.6 billion 
profit in the first three months 
this year, led by record sales of 
iPad tablet computers and 
iPhones - the latter surging 88 
percent year-on-year.

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HSBC admits 'failure' to prevent 
money-laundering 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Shamed HSBC executives ad¬ 
mitted failing to apply anti¬ 
laundering rules on Monday, 
as lawmakers accused the 
global bank of giving Iran, ter¬ 
rorists and drug dealers access 
to the US financial system. 

With the banking sector al¬ 
ready under fire for manipula¬ 
ting interest rates and reckless 
trading, HSBC said more 
should have been done to pre¬ 
vent years of abuse amounting 
to tens of billions of dollars of 
illicit transactions. 

The president of HSBC 
Bank USA (HBUS), Irene 
Domer, apologized to US Sen¬ 
ators yesterday for what the 
bank has called its "unaccep¬ 
table" level of compliance over 
nearly a decade. 

"I recognize that there have 
been some significant areas of 
failure," David Bagley, the 
head of group compliance for 
London-based HSBC, said at a 
hearing of the Senate Home¬ 
land Security Subcommittee 
on Investigations. 

"HSBC has fallen short of 
our own expectations and the 
expectations of our regula¬ 
tors," he said. 

While Bagley said the bank 
has "learned a number of valu¬ 
able lessons" he acknowledged 
that this "clearly took far too 
long to resolve." 

In its 330-page report, the 
Senate found the lender al¬ 
lowed affiliates in countries 
such as Mexico, Saudi Arabia 
and Bangladesh to move bil¬ 
lions of dollars in suspect 
funds into the United States 
without adequate controls. 

Lawmakers grilled HSBC 
executives and US Treasury 
officials for failing to guard 
against money laundering they 
said benefited Mexican drug 
lords and terrorist networks, 
and for their bypassing of US 
sanctions on Iran. 

"It's pretty shocking stuff," 
subcommittee chairman Sena¬ 
tor Carl Levin said. 

Among the findings was the

revelation that HSBC and its 
US affiliate concealed more 
than $16 billion (13 billion 
euros) in sensitive transactions 
to Iran, violating US trans¬ 
parency rules over a six-year 
period. 

HSBC executives were 
aware of the "concealed Iran¬ 
ian transactions" — which 
stripped all identifying Iranian 
information from documenta¬ 
tion — as early as 2001 but al¬ 
lowed thousands of trans¬ 
actions to continue until 2007. 

A review of HSBC's use of 
so-called U-turn transactions, 
in which funds are sent into 
and then out of the United 
States through non-Iranian fo¬ 
reign banks, showed the bank 
conducted almost 25,000 US 
dollar transactions with Iran. 

"The vast majority of the 
Iranian transactions, ranging 
from 75 to 90 percent over the 
years, were sent through 
HBUS and other US dollar ac¬ 
counts without disclosing any 
connection to Iran," according 
to the report. 

The US prohibits doing 
business with nations it regards 
as enemies such as Iran and 
North Korea, and its Office of 
Foreign Assets Control 


(OPAC) imposes tight filters to 
halt potentially prohibited 
transactions. 

Levin said the bank will¬ 
fully circumvented the OFAC 
filters. 

The senator said senior 
HSBC officials in London 
"knew what was going on, but 
allowed the deceptive conduct 
to continue." 

Under the slogan "The 
World's Local Bank", the net¬ 
work that began life as the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation provides 
US dollars to HSBC banks in 
many countries under a proce¬ 
dure known as "correspondent 
banking." 

But its compliance failures 
clearly spun out of control. 

The report said HSBC's 
Mexican affiliate "transported 
$7 billion in physical US dol¬ 
lars to HBUS from 2007 to 
2008... raising red flags that 
the volume of dollars included 
proceeds from illegal drug 
sales in the United States." 

And it said HBUS "pro¬ 
vided US dollars and banking 
services to some banks in 
Saudi Arabia and Bangladesh 
despite links to terrorist financ¬ 
ing."

HSBC compliance chief 
resigns at US Senate 
hearing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
HSBC's head of compliance 
resigned yesterday in front of 
a US Senate panel after law¬ 
makers released a damning re¬ 
port accusing the global bank 
of giving drug dealers and ter¬ 
rorists access to the US finan¬ 
cial system. 

In prepared testimony, 
David Bagley told the Senate 
Homeland Security Subcom¬ 
mittee on Investigations that 
"there have been some signifi¬ 
cant areas of failure," and that 
HSBC "has fallen short of our 
own expectations and the ex¬ 
pectations of our regulators." 



Bernanke: Libor 'structurally flawed' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fe¬ 
deral Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke said yesterday that 
revelations a key inter-bank 
lending rate had been rigged 
were "very troubling," under¬ 
mined confidence in the finan¬ 
cial system and should be 
fixed. 

Speaking to Congress, 
Bernanke said the disclosures, 
which have resulted in a large 
fine for British bank Barclays, 
showed the so-called Libor 
system was "structurally 
flawed." 

Under current rules, a small 
panel of banks submits an un¬ 
regulated estimate of what they 
would pay to borrow from 
each other. 

A central range is then 
found for the rate — which un¬ 
derpins the cost of everything 
from mortgages to credit cards. 

"Libor is a critical bench¬ 
mark to many financial con¬ 
tracts," Bernanke told US 
lawmakers. 

"The actions of traders and 
banks that have been disclosed 
are not only very troubling in 
themselves, but they have the 
effect of undermining mar¬ 
kets," Bernanke said in testi¬ 
mony to the Senate Banking 


Committee. 

Emails, phone transcripts 
and internal reports released 
last week by the New York Fed 
show the regulator was expli¬ 
citly told banks were missta¬ 
ting their input to the Libor 
interbank lending rate. 

"We'll get more information 
on that as the investigations 
continue, but it's clear that be¬ 
yond these disclosures that the 
Libor system is structurally 
flawed and part of the response 
was to address those flaws." 

Emails also show that the 
New York Fed — which is 
tasked with assessing the 
safety and soundness of US 
banks — in June 2008 shared 
its concerns with the Bank of 
England, which regulates the 
territory where the Libor is 
set. 

Bernanke said that because 
"a relatively small number of 
changes" were actually 
adopted by the British authori¬ 
ties, he could not vouch for the 
reliability of the rate today. 

Facing questions about why 
the Fed did not do more, 
Bernanke indicated that find¬ 
ing specific wrongdoing was 
difficult based on the informa¬ 
tion the Fed had. 


He pointed out that banks 
did not appear to be manipula¬ 
ting the rate for profit and 
money did not always change 
hands amid a lack of liquidity 
in markets during the financial 
crisis. 

Barclays's fines paid to US 
and British regulators related 
to the manipulation of products 
derived from Libor, rather than 
the manipulation of the rate it¬ 
self.

But as he began reading his 
printed remarks, Bagley indi¬ 
cated he was stepping down 
amid a reorganization of the 
London-based bank's compli¬ 
ance division. 

"Now is the appropriate 
time for me, and for the bank, 
for someone new to serve as 
the head of group compliance," 
Bagley said. 

"I have agreed to work with 
the bank's senior management 
toward an orderly transition of 
this important role."

The soap opera life of Mexico's next 
first lady 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - An¬ 
gelica Rivera is known as M La 
Gaviota" or The Seagull, the 
woman she portrayed in a hit 
telenovela, but Mexicans will 
soon have to get accustomed 
to addressing the former soap 
star as First Fady. 

When Rivera, 41, married 
Mexico's next president En¬ 
rique Pena Nieto in November 
2010 she was more famous 
than him, and the soap star 
was a magnet for TV fans on 
the campaign trail, attracting 
young hordes that rarely vote. 

She said little and did not 
speak to reporters while her 
husband campaigned but was 
often by his side, sometimes 
with children in tow. 

At rallies, adoring fans 
would try to pose for a picture 
with her, ask for her autograph 
or to give her a kiss. "Gaviota! 
Gaviota!" they cried out from 
behind metal fences set up to 
contain the crowds. 

There are plenty of pictures 
of Rivera in skimpy outfits, 
often posing with muscular, 
bare-chested men — such as 
the October 1992 cover of a 
wrestling magazine where she 
poses with a practically naked 
wrestler called "Black 
Magic." 

But despite the glossy cov¬ 
ers, Rivera has had a scandal- 
free life as she makes the 
transition from soap star to 
one half of Mexico's political 
power couple. 

The 45-year-old Pena 
Nieto, who looks the part of a 
telenovela heartthrob himself, 
married his first wife Monica 
Pretelini in 1993, and the cou¬ 
ple had three children. 

The then governor of the 
State of Mexico, home to 15 
percent of Mexico's 112 mil¬ 
lion people, admitted father¬ 
ing children outside his 
marriage with two different 
women, but Pretelini died in 
2007 of an epileptic fit. 

The following year he met 
Rivera, who was divorced and 
also had three children. She 
was one of the Televisa stars 
that Pena Nieto hired in a con¬ 
troversial state program to 
publicize his good govern¬ 
ment work. 

The relationship between 
the politician and the actress 
was at first discreet, some say 
even contrived. The two were 
seen together in restaurants, 
but their public displays of af¬ 
fection were timid. 

When Pena Nieto an¬ 
nounced that he was dating 
Rivera on a celebrity news 
show, the story became fodder 
for both political wonks and 
the celebrity press. 

"We had been going out for

about five months, and one 
day he invited me to dinner at 
a restaurant. Then he stared at 
me, slowly hugged me and 
asked if I wanted to be his fi¬ 
ancee," Rivera told the 
celebrity magazine Quien in 
2011. 

"It was the first time some¬ 
one asked, 'Do you want to be 
my fiancee?' Of course I said 
yes, and he answered: 'Say yes 
properly.' And I repeated more 
emphatically, 'Yes, of 
course!"' 

After months of dating, he 
presented Rivera with an en¬ 
gagement ring while on a visit 
to the Vatican in December 
2009. Pope Benedict XVI 
even blessed the dashing cou¬ 
ple. 

At the time, Rivera was still 
basking in the glow of her suc¬ 
cess in the 2007 hit soap "Dis¬ 
tilling Fove," and her role as 
"Fa Gaviota," a field hand 
who falls in love with her em¬ 
ployer's handsome grandson. 

TV cameras were not inside 
the cathedral of Toluca - in 
the capital of the State of 
Mexico — when the couple 
married in November 2010, 
but they were outside to film 
the A-list celebrity guests. 
Photos of the event were later 
released to the media. 

The couple, of course, 
posed for pictures on their 
way out — and Rivera threw 
her bouquet to fans. Both 
waved and blew kisses to the 
crowd. 

Having Rivera as the coun¬ 
try's first lady is so jarring that 
a joke e-mail, purportedly sent 
by Pena Nieto's Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI), 




has been making the rounds. 

"If you have a picture of 
the future first lady of Mexico 
on the wall of your tire repair 
shop, please take it down," 
reads the e-mail message. It 
includes pictures of a younger 
Rivera wearing skimpy biki¬ 
nis. 

Born August 2, 1970, 

Rivera started her career as a 
teenage model, winning a 
beauty and talent contest at 
the age of 17. 

She was quickly taken in 
by Televisa, Mexico's giant 
entertainment and news con¬ 
glomerate, and was mentored 
by Veronica Castro, the 
doyenne of Mexican soap op¬ 
eras. Years later, the two be¬ 
came in-laws when Rivera 
married Castro's brother, Tele¬ 
visa producer Jose Alberto 
Castro. 

Early in her career, Rivera 
appeared as a model in a 
video with Mexican superstar 
singer Fuis Miguel, and by 
the late 1980s she was appear¬ 
ing in secondary roles Tele¬ 
visa soaps. 

In 1991, now with died 
blonde hair, she made a big 
splash in her role as the "bad" 
girl in the telenovela "Reach 
for a Star II," flirting with an 
innocent secondary actor — 
the not-yet famous singer 
Ricky Martin. 

"All men are unfaithful," 
the young actress joked in a 
TV interview at the time, 
brought back to life via 
YouTube. In another she talks 
about the importance of her 
bottom, and how she flirts 
with men. 
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'Forget Manhattan! Try 
Jerusalem,' Israel tells 
Woody 

JERUSALEM (AFP) - 
He's had "Manhattan," 

"Midnight in Paris" and 
"Vicky Cristina 

Barcelona," and now Is¬ 
raeli officials are trying 
to convince legendary 
US film-maker Woody 
Allen to set a movie in 
the Holy City of 
Jerusalem. 

Both President Shi¬ 
mon Peres and 
Jerusalem Mayor Nir 
Barkat are part of the ef¬ 
fort, their offices said, 
with Barkat even hold¬ 
ing a pow-wow with 
Allen and his one-time 
muse Diane Keaton ear¬ 
lier this year. 

"President Peres al¬ 
ways encourages pro¬ 
ducers and directors to 
come and make films in Is¬ 
rael," an official in his office 
told AFP on condition of 
anonymity. 

Barkat's spokesman said the 
mayor also sat down with 
Allen and Keaton in Manhat¬ 
tan itself to try to draw him to 
Jerusalem. 

"The mayor met Woody 
Allen a few months ago at a 
restaurant with Diane Keaton 
in Manhattan," municipality 
spokesman Barak Cohen said. 

"He invited him to come to 
Israel, but also told Woody that 
we would love for him to en¬ 
tertain the possibility of film¬ 
ing in Jerusalem and would do 
everything possible to facili¬ 
tate him coming here," he said. 

Cohen said the bid to lure 
Allen came in the context of a 
larger project to convince di¬ 
rectors and producers to con¬ 
sider filming in Jerusalem. 

"Not only is it important to 
show Jerusalem for all of its 
beauty and normalcy around 
the world, but also there's a 
well-documented history of 
films creating name recogni¬ 
tion for places around the 
world," he said. 

He acknowledged that 
Jerusalem's film fund, which 
provides up to $400,000 for 
projects filmed in the Holy 
City, was unlikely to meet the 
budget of an average Woody 
Allen film. 


But he said that tax incen¬ 
tives and the availability of 
equipment and facilities could 
draw Allen nonetheless, and 
that Barkat planned to follow 
up with the film-maker in the 
United States.

Father v son dilemma for

KNOXVILLE (AFP) 
Michael Phelps, criticized by a 
fellow US Olympic swimmer 
about his work ethic earlier 
this week, said he plans to let 
his swimming do the talking 
for him about the subject. 

Phelps, who won a record 
eight gold medals at the Beijing 
Olympics in 2008 and six golds 
and two bronzes at the 2004 
Athens Games, spoke as the US 
squad gathered ahead of travel¬ 
ing to London for the Olympics, 
which begin on July 27. 

Tyler Clary, in comments to 
the Riverside Press-Enterprise 


newspaper in his California 
hometown, spoke about a 
poor work ethic from Phelps 
when they were at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan together. 

"I saw a real lack of prepa¬ 
ration (from) him,” Clary 
said. "Basically he was a 
swimmer that didn't want to 
be there.” 

Asked to respond, Phelps 
made it clear he was not con¬ 
cerned what anyone else had 
to say about his motivation. 

Clary said that he works 
harder than Phelps. 

"The fact that I know I 
work harder than he does 
makes me appreciate every lit¬ 
tle goal and every little gain 
that I make," Clary said. "The 
fact that he doesn't have to 
work as hard to get that done, 
it's a real shame. 

Phelps will compete in 
seven events at the London 
Olympics. Clary will swim the 
200 butterfly and 200 back- 
stroke in his first Olympics. 

Clary said he regretted the 
distraction made by his com¬ 
ments and said he has spoken 
to Phelps and there were no 
hard feelings between them.

London chief 
plays down 
transport woes 

LONDON (AFP) - London 
Olympics chief organiser Se¬ 
bastian Coe on Tuesday played 
down talk of transport prob¬ 
lems at the Games after a US 
athlete complained of a night¬ 
mare journey across the British 
capital. 

Two-time world 400 metres 
hurdles champion Kerron 
Clement said that on the first 
day of arrivals on Monday, the 
bus ferrying him and his US 
teammates from Heathrow 
Airport to the Athletes' Village 
had taken four hours. 

"I don't think we should get 
out of proportion some of these 
issues," Coe told a press con¬ 
ference at the Olympic Park in 
Stratford, east London. 

"We had a tweet yesterday 
talking about a four-hour delay 
when it was actually two-and- 
a-half hours. We had a driver 
that missed a turning. Well, out 
of 100 coach journeys that is 
likely to happen." 

Coe added: "The majority of 
athletes got in in good shape 
and on time. When they were 
met by our village mayor and 
chief executive they were 
busily tweeting saying how 
much they were enjoying vil¬ 
lage life. 

"Getting in from the airport 
and to the village is important 
and 98 percent of those jour¬ 
neys went without any hitch at 
all yesterday." 

Transport has been a major 
worry for the 2012 host city in 
the run-up to the Games, 
which start on July 27, and 
there were mixed reactions 
from athletes arriving on Mon¬ 
day. 

Clement tweeted: "Urn, so 
we've been lost on the road for 
4hrs. Not a good first impres¬ 
sion London... Athletes are 
sleepy, hungry and need to pee. 
Could we get to the Olympic 
Village please." 

A spokesman for British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron said that despite hav¬ 
ing one of the busiest days in 
its history, the longest queue at 
passport control at Heathrow 
was just 25 minutes long on 
Monday. 
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Basketball: US stars slam plan 
for Olympic youth movement 


MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant and Chris Paul, 
two of the most high-profile 
NBA players on the USA 
team, have added their voices 
to the growing opposition to 
proposals by their league that 
veteran players should not be 
allowed to feature in future 
Olympic Games. 

NBA Commissioner David 
Stern, with the urging of the 
league's owners, has suggested 
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that after London 2012 the 
basketball tournament will fol¬ 
low the format of Olympic 
football and allow only players 
aged 23 and under to play. 

The large number of absen¬ 
tees from the current USA 
Olympic team through injury 
has added fuel to the move¬ 
ment and the loss only last 
week of LA Clippers forward 
Blake Griffin to a knee injury 
was interpreted in some quar¬ 
ters as signaling the end of the 
20-year practice of NBA play¬ 
ers appearing at the Olympics. 

"The Olympics is really 
about putting the best athletes 
out there to compete against 
the best. From a basketball 
standpoint, it would lessen the 
Olympics, absolutely said 
Bryant, 

"I don't think they really dis¬ 
cuss it much with us, we just 
discuss it like this, we kind of 
voice our opinions through 
you guys (media). 

Bryant did not hesitate to 
pledge his commitment to the 
USA's bid to retain their 
Olympic title and he has an in¬ 
stant retort to the suggestion 
that NBA owners are merely 
looking to protect the health of 
their players by proposing the 
change. 


"No, it's to protect their in¬ 
vestments," he said. "When 
you look at guys who are in¬ 
jured here, they have treatment 
around the clock. We have the 
best training staff, we have the 
professional coaches who are 
here monitoring us. 

"If our owners or NBA 
coaches want to contact us and 
see how we're doing, they can 
easily come to practice, they 
can easily talk to the training 
staff - as opposed to guys dis¬ 
appearing for the summer, 
coming back overweight and 
not knowing where they are. 

Paul, a team mate of 
Bryant's in their 2008 Olympic 
triumph, had a minor thumb 
injury during the USA's train¬ 
ing camp in Las Vegas last 
week, but has reported himself 
fully fit after appearing in 
warm-up victories over the 
Dominican Republic and 
Brazil. 

The point guard also shares 
Bryant's unequivocal support 
for NBA players appearing in 
the Games. 

"I'm thankful they haven't 
thought about that now," said 
Paul. "If that was the case, I 
wouldn't be able to play now. 
I'm 27 years old. 
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The Knicks plans to cut ties with Jeremy Lin allowing the 
popular point guard who spawned "Lin-sanity" in New 
York to head to Houston, the New York Times reported. 
Lin's fate has been the subject of intense speculation 
since he became a restricted free agent this month. He 
inked a $25 million offer sheet with the Rockets, but the 
Knicks had the option of matching it until midnight Tues¬ 
day night. The Knicks had vowed to match any offer Lin 
received. But the Rockets' offer included a $14.9 million 
scheduled payment for the third year, which would have 
cost the Knicks millions in luxury-tax penalties on exces¬ 
sive salaries. Knicks star Carmelo Anthony had been 
among those hoping the young point guard would stay, 
although he knew money would be an issue.

TEAM ARUBA MET STRUGGLES AT SUMMER NATIONALS 


MARTIN, Mi. - The Ameri¬ 
can Drag Racing League con¬ 
tinued to be plagued by 
weather issues as they ven¬ 
tured north for the Summer 
Nationals at US 131 Motor- 
sports Park. The off and on 
rain threw many teams for a 
loop and Team Aruba was no 
exception. 

Extreme Pro Stock lost 
one qualifying run due to 
rain, but Team Aruba quali¬ 
fied a respectable 12th with a 
4.120 at 175mph. As crews 


worked to battle the rain 
throughout the weekend, 
teams were also playing a 
guessing game against the 
weather. Unfortunately for 
Team Aruba, things did not 
play out in their favor as a 
dicey first round pass pushed 
Trevor Eman and the 
Aruba.com/Alltel Wireless 
Mustang across the center 
line, disqualifying their run. 

“Indeed Martin wasn't the 
greatest of weekends,” told 
Eman. “It almost seems as if 


we are never getting a break 
from weather or some other 
delay. Lately, we have always 
been losing one of the quali¬ 
fying rounds due to weather 
and it’s that extra run that we 
always need for the addi¬ 
tional data. Depending on 
that run, we get behind the 
eight ball and then struggle 
when eliminations come 
around. 

“We know we had a good 
race car this weekend. Kaase 
did an excellent job on the 


Tour star Schleck positive for 
diuretic: UCI 



PAU (AFP) - Luxembourg's 
Frank Schleck, a former 
podium finisher at the Tour de 
France, has tested positive for 
a banned diuretic, the Interna¬ 
tional Cycling Union (UCI) 
announced Tuesday. 

Schleck, who finished third 
in 2011, is currently racing the 
99th edition with the Ra- 
dioShack team run by Belgian 
Johan Bruyneel. 

A statement from the UCI 
said 32-year-old Schleck had 
been informed of an "Adverse 
Analytical Finding (presence 
of the diuretic Xipamide 
based on the report from the 
WADA accredited laboratory 
in Chatenay-Malabry) in the 
urine sample collected from 
him at an in competition test 
at the Tour de France on 14 
July 2012." 

Schleck "has the right to 
request and attend the analysis 
of his B sample". 

The UCI, however, indi¬ 
cated it expects Schleck to be 
immediately suspended from 
the race, in accordance with 
strict anti-doping rules in 
place. 

Diuretics are not perform¬ 
ance-enhancing in themselves 
although they can be used to 
help riders lose weight, and 
therefore perform better in the 


tough mountain stages of the 
race. 

Xipamide, a diuretic, is 
normally used for the treat¬ 
ment of oedema and hyperten¬ 
sion. 

Schleck has a chance of 
proving his innocence because 
Xipamide falls into a special 
category of substances under 
the World Anti Doping Code 
called 'Specified Substances'. 

The Code states that when 
an "athlete can establish that 
the use of such a specified 
substance was not intended to 
enhance sport performance, 
the period of ineligibility... 
shall be replaced with the fol¬ 
lowing." 

For a first violation athletes 
face anything from "a repri¬ 


mand" or, at most, a "one 
year's ineligiblity". 

A second violation would 
incur "two years ineligibility", 
in other words a two-year ban, 
while a third violation would 
incur a "lifetime ban". 

After the second rest day 
Tuesday, the race resumes 
today when the 16th stage 
takes the peloton over four 
major climbs towards a down¬ 
hill finish at Bagneres-De-Lu- 
chon. 

Schleck, whose younger 
brother Andy was awarded the 
race victory from 2010 after 
Spain's Alberto Contador was 
disqualified for doping, sits in 
12th place at 9:45 off the pace 
of race leader Bradley Wig¬ 
gins of Britain. 



motor. We had great speed

We 
have great sponsors with 
Aruba.com and Alltel Wire¬ 
less and we should be taking 
them to the winners circle, 
because we know we have 
the equipment to accomplish 
that and our sponsors and 
fans deserve to enjoy a win¬ 
ner’s circle with us. 


“We can only look forward 
to Charlotte now and concen¬ 
trate on making it happen 
there. We will be displaying 
the Aruba.com / Alltel Wire¬ 
less sponsor XPS Mustang in 
Wadesboro and Rockingham, 
NC on Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day before the Charlotte race, 
so hopefully we can get all 
the Alltel Wireless fans to 
come join us at the display 
and then at the race as well.

Louis we had a great deal of 
fans, friends and family 
cheering us on and we made 
it to the finals.
